The Problem
and Fair Play

Last week the City Council abruptly squelched a request 
to Investigate the possibility of converting a .section of El Prado 
park (from Cravens ave. back only as far as the present city 
parking lot) into additional parking area lor the downtown 
shopping center.

This request submitted by the Retail Merchants division of 
the Chamber of Commerce was denied on the grounds that the 
request did not come through "proper channels."

We maintain that not only was the matter treated in a 
manner unbecoming of city officials, but the merchants were 
not even given fhe consideration of a thorough investigation 
into the matter.

Our downtown merchants certainly deserve as much con 
sideration as the merchants who will soon be located on the 
airport triangle at Crenshavv blvd. and Pacific Coast highway.

The City Council has bent over backwards to invite busi 
nesses Into this .new development and has created 4,000 parking 
spaces for fhe Triangle merchants.

This shows foresight on the part of our Council. However, 
It ts not right to favor ono part of the city and Ignore another.

The downtown merchants have been serving our comrhu- 
nlty for many years. They hav» contributed to the growth of 
this community and have lent their efforts to the civic better­ 
ment of Torrance.

For years .the city .has been asked to help in the improve­ 
ment of downtown parking and has promised aid in off-street 
parking, but it has been a skrvy nd ^Iiou« process. ^

On the other hand, 'the Council has exert«»d ev.vy effort 
to create the Triangle shopping center overnight with more 
than ample parking. Why can't the Council display the same 
initiative and interest in solving our downtown parking problem 
now!

With better parking conditions, our merchants would be 
able to offer more in the way of goods and services, thereby 
giving Torrance residents a more complete and convenient 
shopping center.
